DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 5-11 and 13-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 5 and dependent claims 6-8, 13 and 14, the examiner 
found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a 
transmission target X-ray tube, wherein a retardation electrode is electrically 
connected to an anode via a resistor, wherein current flowing through the 
resistor determines the potential of the retardation electrode with respect to the 
electrode and including all limitations recited in independent claim 5. 

4. As per claim 9 and dependent claims 10, 11 and 15-21, the examiner 
found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a 
transmission target X-ray tube, wherein the anode has a thickness of 5 
microns or less and including al limitations recited in independent claim 9.
